Orchestra Reaches 
New Heights 



Narberth Boy Soloist at 
Successful Concert 



Amateur music reached new 
heights of proficiency last Sunday 
afternoon, when the Main Line Or- 
chestra presented its last program of 
the year in the Ardmore Theatre. 

Not only did the playing show 
the results of growing familiarity 
with ensemble work, but Mr. 
Vbgel's selection of numbers was 
made with a considerable regard for 
the capabilities and limitations of 
his musicians. 

"Pique Dame," an old favorite, by 
Suppe, opened the concert. It was 
played in a brisk and spirited fash- 
ion, well suited to its character. 
Music lovers, used to the playing of 
great orchestras, commented on the 
accuracy of tone and clear-cut fol- 
lowing of the baton of the conduc- 
tor. 

The Main Line was called upon 
to furnish the composer of the sec- 
ond number, "Prelude and Double 
Fugue in D," written by Mr. J. 
Murray Barbour of Haverford. It 
is a number of some technical dif- 
ficulty, testing the powers of an or- 
chestra of 50 amatuer players. 

A Narberth lad, Fred Fletcher 
Patten, was soloist of the day. 
Although but 13 years of age, he 
has attained to a remarkable point 
of proficiency with the violin. The 
numbers selected were the Romance 
from the Second Violin Concerto of 
Wieniawski and Van Goens' 
"Scherzo." Both these numbers 
were played with a precision and 
depth of tone which augurs well 
for the boy's future as a violinist 
of renown. There was little of 
emotion in the playing, which, per- 
haps is best, for it often is present 
ai the expense of accuracy.

Good Roads Company, Inc., of 
1504 Locust street, was awarded the 
paving and sewer contracts at the 
adjourned meeting of Council last 
Monday evening. The Good Roads 
people were the lowest of 10 bidders 
on the paving work and the lowest 
of 12 on the sewer work. They 
were awarded the paving job at 
$92,077.81, and the sewer job at 
$12,867. 

Other bidders on the paving con- 
tract and their bids were as fol- 
lows: Benjamin Foster Company, 
$94,021.59; F. Guy Meyers Com- 
pany, $96,635.45; R. H. Johnson 
Company, $98,260.56; Neely Bros. 
& Russell, $101,622.50; Knox-Mari- 
ani Company, $101,855.22; W. R. 
Wolfinger, $102,472.89; Monahan 
& Hall, $104,876; Dunleavy Bros., 
$110,442.65 and Haydock, Martin 
Company, $115,302.57. 

President Hall and Councilman 
Brown were absent and Councilman 
Wentz was elected temporary chair- 
man. Early in the meeting the Bur- 
gess raised the question as to why 
a contract bid from the Union Pav- 
ing Company had not been given 
consideration. It was explained that 
this bid did not conform to the ad- 
vertised specifications ' and in the 
opinion of the Borough Engineers 
was not acceptable nor eligible for 
consideration. A long discussion 
ensued, after which it was unani- 
mously decided to follow the recom- 
mendation of the Highway Commit- 
tee and accept the lowest legitimate 
bid. 

A representative of the American 
Legion appeared before the meeting 
to request an appropriation of $100 
to help defray the expenses of ob- 
serving Memorial Day. After care- 
ful discussion it was decided that 
the present state of the borough 
finances would not permit this ap- 
propriation and that the Legion 
should be recommended to raise the 
money by public subscription. 

A communication was received 
from the Narberth Community Li- 
brary Association placing on record 
with Council its formal acceptance 
of the new quarters which are pro- 
posed for it on the playground by 
the trustees of the Y. M. C. A. fund. 
There was an informal discussion 
of this project. 

Councilman Wentz brought up 
the subject of the large willow trees 
on Conway avenue which caused 
frequent trouble by the tendency of 
the roots to grow into the sewer 
mains and block them up. It was 
Mr. Wentz's opinion that these trees 
should be removed during the pro- 
posed improvement of that street. 
Mr. Leitch wanted to know if it 
would not be possible to lay iron 
pipe for the sewer and to save the 
trees. Discussion brought out that 
the cost of iron pipes was very 
high. It was decided to defer this 
matter to the Shade Tree Commis- 
sion, with instructions to report on 
it at the next meeting of Council.

Pres. McCarter To 
Retire From Board 



Will Not Be Candidate 
For Re-election 

C. floward McCarter, president 
of the Narberth School Board, 
will retire from the board at the 
end of the year. He has requested 
"Our Town" to state that he will 
rot be a candidate for re-election 
when his present term expires this 
year. 

Mr. McCarter has been a mem- 
ber of the school board for more 
than a quorter century and for a 
large part of that time has served 
as president. He has given the 
borough in this capacity an 
amount of personal time, energy 
and service that is probably un- 
equalled in the annals of Narberth. 

Sometimes misunderstood and 
the object of hectic criticism, Mr. 
McCarter has calmly pursued the 
course which his long experience 
and personal judgment indicated 
to be for the best interests of the 
schools. He has witnessed and to a 
large degree personally influenced 
the entire development of the Nar- 
berth school systm to its present 
improved standing and efficiency. 

The term of Jesse S. Harris as 
a member of the school board also 
expires this year. School board 
members are elected to serve for 
six years. Mr. Harris has been 
filling the unexpired term of 
Henry Rose, who resigned. 

The four-year term of the bur- 
gess, Carl B. Metzger, expires this 
year and the present incumbent is 
ineligible to succeed himself. 

Members of the Borough Council 
whose terms will expire this year 
are : President W. R. D. Hall, Coun- 
cilmen Hugh W. Brown, Daniel 
Leitch and Walton M. Wentz. 

The tax collector also comes up 
for election this year. There has 
been much discussion of this of- 
fice during the past year and the 
names of three probable candidates, 
exclusive of the present incumbent, 
have frequently been mentioned. 

Primary election for the nomina- 
tion of candidates for these and 
other offices will be held on Sep- 
tember 15. Nomination papers for 
candidates for the primary may be 
obtained and, when the requisite 
number of signatures have been pro- 
cured, must be filed with the County 
Commissioners any time between 
July 9 and August 18, inclusive.

Brown were absent and Councilman 
Wentz was elected temporary chair- 
man. Early in the meeting the Bur- 
gess raised the question as to why 
a contract bid from the Union Pav- 
ing Company had not been given 
consideration. It was explained that 
this bid did not conform to the ad- 
vertised specifications ' and in the 
opinion of the Borough Engineers 
was not acceptable nor eligible for 
consideration. A long discussion 
ensued, after which it was unani- 
mously decided to follow the recom- 
mendation of the Highway Commit- 
tee and accept the lowest legitimate 
bid. 

A representative of the American 
Legion appeared before the meeting 
to request an appropriation of $100 
to help defray the expenses of ob- 
serving Memorial Day. After care- 
ful discussion it was decided that 
the present state of the borough 
finances would not permit this ap- 
propriation and that the Legion 
should be recommended to raise the 
money by public subscription. 

A communication was received 
from the Narberth Community Li- 
brary Association placing on record 
with Council its formal acceptance 
of the new quarters which are pro- 
posed for it on the playground by 
the trustees of the Y. M. C. A. fund. 
There was an informal discussion 
of this project. 

Councilman Wentz brought up 
the subject of the large willow trees 
on Conway avenue which caused 
frequent trouble by the tendency of 
the roots to grow into the sewer 
mains and block them up. It was 
Mr. Wentz's opinion that these trees 
should be removed during the pro- 
posed improvement of that street. 
Mr. Leitch wanted to know if it 
would not be possible to lay iron 
pipe for the sewer and to save the 
trees. Discussion brought out that 
the cost of iron pipes was very 
high. It was decided to defer this 
matter to the Shade Tree Commis- 
sion, with instructions to report on 
it at the next meeting of Council.
